REPORT ON THE STATE OF RELIGION. 


_ Dear Brethren :—Your Committee to report on the state of Religion are grati- 
fied to state, that during the past year, various Churches in our connection, have 
been visited with a gracious outpouring of the Holy Spirit, new-born souls, have 
been introduced into the family and Chureh of God as so many trophies of the 
triympha.of grace. Notwithstanding the various and innumerable counteracting 
influences with which our journey has been beset, yet our march has been onward. 
** Not unto us, but unto thy name, O Lord, be all the praise.” 

We are cheered to learn that a larger amount of funds have been contributed 
to local and benevolent objects, perhaps, than usual ; and that there is obviously a 
spirit of increased liberality manifested among our people. This is as it should be. 
Indeed the spiritual condition of our-people is rather better than could be expected 
the present juncture of affairs.

Betoven Brernren :

The year closes 
upon many, who, during its rapid flight, have been “blessed” in that 
they have been “turned away from their iniquities.” May the-Lord 
continue to add to his church daily, such as shall be saved.” 


OFFICIAL. 


1. On the 10th of June a letter from bro. L. C. Groseclose informed 
and Union church in Rowan, for one year.

J. Crim wrote, that he had resigned 
that part of his charge lying in Davidson county, into the hands of bro. 
Groseclose, and received into his care several other stations, viz: one in /

Linn, that he has, for reagons assign-" * 
ed, relinquished his charge of Luther’s church, as a vacant congregation, 
therefore, it merits the attention of this body. 


In my own charge revivals have been enjoyed. 


DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


In this department a wide field of usefulness presents itself to us, Lu- 
'. theran Ministers and churches of North Carolina. Our united observa- 
~ tion shows that we do not yet occupy the ground which we may properly 
claim as our own. Every year brings with it, increasing demands upon 
our philanthropy and missionary zeal. “The harvest truly is great,” 
and«we should never cease to “ pray the Lord of the harvest that he 
would send forth more laborers into his harvest.” However, age have 
much reason to rejoice with gratitude to God, that our present prospects 
are propitious. One of the greatest difficulties under which we have 
labored was the paucity of ininisters. But the late revivals in our church-— 
es, with other most wholesome results, have induced an unusually largy 
number of young men of piety to offer themselves as candidates for 
Gospel ministry, and are now in various stages of preparation for the 
sacred work. About ten of these are at Salem, Va., one at Randolph 
Institute, and two are with me. As native sonsof North Carolina, we — 


reasonably expect that if not all, at least a large portion of them, will 
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choose to spend and be spent for the good of the Church in our State. 
The condition of our congregations generally, at the present time, 
compared with what it was but a few years ago, indicates a decided im- 
provement. Their increased liberality in the support of their ministers ; 
the march of Temperance principles; general benevolence, and deeper 
piety towards God, all fruits of the Gospel, are evidence of this. 
_ Having assembled for the transaction of business pertaining to the 
Church of Jesus Christ, let us engage in the sacred duties devolving 
upon us in the spirit of mutual conciliation and brotherly love, firmly 
relying upon the gracious direction of God’s Holy Spirit. And may the 
Lord preside over all the deliberations of our present Synodieal meeting, 
and grant that all we do may be in accordance with the character of 
servants of Christ, and result in everlasting good to immortal souls.—
